Winooski owes a lot to its river. 

Its name, for one — the Abenaki Winoskitegw means 
“onion land river.” And the force of the river flowing over 
the falls fueled the town’s economy for nearly 200 years, 
beginning with Ira Allen’s sawyering operation and ending 
with the closing of the woolen mills in 1954.
